A THREATENING BLAZE 


| That Stirred Up the Town at an Karly 


Hour Last Night. 

At 9:50 last night an alarm of fire was 
sent in from box 32.

the po pes portion of the building is oc- 
cupied as eo -house, and is kept by 
Mrs. Davis.

John Legore was sleeping in the furniture 
store and knew nothing of the fire until the 
rear door was burst open by the firemen.

On Trial for the Murder of 
Lueius Elam.

A Case in Which Santa Ana is In- 
terested. 


The Jary Secured and Witnesses In- 
troduced. 


The Circumstances of the Shooting Fally Detalled 
The Doctors Who Attended the Mortally- 
Wounded Man Have Their Say—The 
Trial to Continue Today. 


The room of Department No, 1, of the 
Superior Court, was densely crowded yes- 
terday morning by persons anxious to hear 
the trial of the case of The People vs. J. J. 
Bodkin, accused of the murder of Lueius 
Elam, near Orange, on November Ist last. 
The State was represented by District At- 
torney J. R. Dupuy and Judge Carpenter, 
and S. M. White appeared for the defense. 
The morning session was nearly taken up 
with the empaneling of a jury to try the 
case, but, about 11 o’clock, twelve ‘‘good 
men and true“ had been selected, and sworn: 
as follows: L. L. Price, J. D. Graham, A. F. 
Gilmore, C. W. Cole, James Quill, William 
O'Connor, J. A. Philbin, George Grinnemer, | 
F. M. Matthews, T. D. Cheney, P. R. Ralph 
and D. E. Merriam. 
Dr. Alexander McFarland was then called 
by the prosecution to take the witness 
stand, but the Doctor’s name having been 
called several times without a response, the 
court took a recess until 1 o'clock p.m. 
The court reconvened at 1 o’cloek, and 
the jury roll having been called and res- 
ponded to, 
DR. ALEXANDER M FARLAND 
was sworn and testified: Iam a physician, 
and reside at Compton. Was Coroner of 
the county of Los Angeles last year, and 
remember holding an inquest on the body 
of Lucius Elam in the early part of No- 
vember last. The deceased was a well- 
built man. Had a wound in his abdomen 
about two inches to the left of the navel, 
the track of the instrument or projectile 
with which che wound had been made 
ranging upward, inward and backward, 
coming close to the surface at its termina- 
tion, but not through the skin of the back.

a great deal of internal hemorrhage. 
think the wound was the cause of Elam’s 
death. 
GEORGE F. JESSOM 

was then called, and, on being sworn, testi- 
fied: Lreside near Orange, and was well 
acquainted with Elam during his lifetime. 
I know Bodkin. Elam was my next neigh- 
bor. I saw deceased on November Ist. He 
was lying on the east side of a ditch that 
tlows by his property. Just previous to the 
time I saw him Mr. Elam’s daughter called 
to me and said her father had-been shot. 
went with her at once to the place Lhave 
described, and found Mr. Elam there. The 
spot was about 200 yards from the houses of 
both Bodkin and Elam. I went tothe gate 
of the field, near where Elam was lying 

and there 1 saw Bodkin with his wife an 
children, and they were all exci Bod- 
kin spoke to me as | walked up, and ‘said he 
had shot Elam in self-defense. I had no 
further conversation with the defendant at 
the time, but hurried on to where Elam was 
lying. As Lreached him he groaned and 
said: “That man Bodkin has shot me inthe 
stomach.” asked him if I could do any- 
thing fur him, but he again groaned and 

said: No, don’t touch me; it will hurt me 
too much.” I then raised his head and tried 
to lift him up, but he was too heavy for me, 
so 1 called for help, and Bodkin 
came and assisted me to carry him 
to his (Elam’s) house, where we laid 
him on the floor.

The County Assessments. 


The Herald of yesterday morning 
contained quite an elaborate attack on 
the assessment just completed by 
County Assessor Mason--so elaborate, 
in fact, that it virtually ‘‘gave itself 
away.’ Somebody had evidently 
loaded himself to the muzzle and got 
himself sufticiently capped, cocked and 
primed to open fire on the very day 
that the Assessor filed his list. That 
this fusileer is a Democrat goes with- 
out saying. That he is a party very 
much interested—probably an official 
and possibly a Supervisor—circum- 
stances as strongly hint. 

It is charged that Assessor Mason 
has raised the aggregate assessments 
of the county about 150 per cent., and 
that in advancing values of various 
properties he has been guided by no 
rule—has increased thef@ on the hit- 
and-m‘ss principle,“ so to speak; that 
small properties have been raised in 
much greater proportion than large 
ones, and that, in one instance at least, 
the assessment of a large ranch was 
reduced; that an undue proportion of 
assessments have been made to un- 
known owners, and so forth, through a 
long category. 

Assessor Mason was waited upon by 
a representative of Tur Times yester- 
day afternoon, but he was then about 
to start for Sacramento, and could not 
go into a detailed refutation of the 
charges as he would have been glad to 
do. He canvassed the situation in a 
general way, however, and promised 
on his return a statement with facts 
and figures to silence his critics, or at 
least to disarm them. 

To begin with, it must be acknowl- 
edged that, under Democratic adminis- 
tration, there was practically no orig- 
inal assessment for four years, up to 
the present fiscal year. The lists each 


year were virtually copies of the lists 


of the preceding year. With this slip- 
shod method, of course, assessed values 
got to be very wide of the mark. As- 
sessor Mason set out in good faith 
to remedy this evil; to make new and 
accurate appraisements of all proper- 
ties, placing his figures at what should 
be considered a fair cash valuation. 
The task was beset by many embar- 
rassments. To begin with, the assess- 
ments of the year before were no 
criterion. Then the office was very 
poorly equipped with maps, and facil- 
ties for doing the work were generally 
restricted. The Supervisors, when ap- 
pealed to for more maps, finally fur- 
nished some, but at the same time 
made a restriction that they should 
not be removed from the office, thereby 
depriving the field deputies of their 
use. Some of the older maps, which 
the Assessor’s deputies were required 
to work from, look more like diagrams 
of the Bulgarian frontier than plats of 
American quarter sections. Add to 
all this the fact that the county has 
been filling up with new people ata 
phenomenal rate; that the subdivision 
and resubdivision of outlying lands has 
been carried to an extent never 
dreamed of before; that thousands of 
acres and thousands of lots have passed 
into new hands, and that many of these 
new owners belong to the floating 
population, or have gone back East— 
when all these points are considered, 
the work of making assessments ap- 
pears as a mighty maze.”’ 

In raising values on various proper- 
ties Assessor Mason did not follow any 
horizontal rule of percentage, of course. 
Such a course would have brought 
about the most ridiculous results.’ For 
example, let us consider the work of 
assessing Monrovia. <A year and a 
half ago the lands upon which Mon- 
rovia is situated might have been prop- 
erly assessed at $50 an acre; probably 
they were not assessed at more than 
half that figure. It would be a pretty 
‘how-de-do if an assessor had gone 
there‘this year and raised the old val- 
ues by an iron-bound rule, say just 150 
per cent. above the former value, mak- 
ing them rate, at the outside, $125 an 
acre. There are corner lots in Mon- 
rovia which are selling today at $5000 
apiece, and they ought to be assessed 
at something near that figure. The 
Herald complains that the Assessor has 
raised his values in some instances 
not more than 50 per cent., 
and in others 1000 per cent. 
Well, he ought to do so. That is ex- 
actly the way that property has en- 
hanced in Los Angeles county. There

The law is strin- 
gent on the point that. if an assess- 
mentis made against a party who has 
no interest in the property, the assess- 
ment is entirely void. In this emer- 
gency it is better to err onthe safe 
side than to take any chances of los- 
ing the assessment altogether. 

It is not denied that there are errors 
in Mr. Mason’s assessment—no lists 
were ever compiled without errors in 
them: but, considering the multiplied 
vexations under which the work was 
done the roll is very satisfactory and 
equitable to all concerned.

WOMAN SUF FRAGE. 


The Washington Territory Law De- 
clared Unconstitutional. 

SEATTLE (Wash.), July 21.—The case of 
Rumsey vs. the Territory of Washington on 
appeal was taken before the Supreme Court 
today. Rumsey was one of a party who as- 
saulted the Chinese in Squaw Valley two 
years ago, killing three and driving all the 
others away. After several unsuccessful 
attempts tu convict him and the others of 
murder they were indicted for riot and 
Rumsey was convicted. The principal 
point in his appeal to the Supreme Court 
was in the competency of the fe- 
male jurors, and this involved consideration 
of the recent decision declaring the woman 
suffrage act invalid. After the prosecuting 


the Court unanimously held that no reply 
was needed, and declined to hear from the 
opposing counsel. ‘This means that the 
former judgment will be adhe to, and 
that women are neither qualified electors 
nor jurors in this Territory. 

(Wash.), July 21.—The full 
bench of the Supreme Court this morning 
unanimously sustained the lower court in 
declaring the Woman Suffrage Act void.

In the East a certain kind is an 
important article of trade, es 2 
he ageen. which is made into 
blanc mange and jellies of 
kinds.

On the north- 
rn section of this coast a huge.vine- 
like form is found that is used by the 
Natives as bottles. Sections are cut off 
here and there, and wooden bottoms 
put in, a fair bottle being the re- 
sult, which 1s filled with oil or water as 
the case may be. 

The Southern California beaches are 
Well patronized, and covered with 
walkers; yet few see all there is to be 
observed. In October or September 
the southern emigration of birds sets 
in, and then the streams are alive with 
varied forms, but at present they are 
few. Near Ballona one now finds the 
jeastern, one of the most beautiful of 
its kind, with a pure pearl-white body, 
and black top-knot. In walking along 
Over the sand-dunes that are every- 
where covered with shells thrown up 
during winter storms, we wonder, 
perhaps, at their excitement the little 
<reatures hover over head, uttering

The former is generally a place 
scooped out in the sand, and sometimes 
with a flooring of broken bits of a 
donax sheil.

It requires some little prescience to 
find these eggs, so remarkable is their 
resemblance to the sand.

This protective resem- 
blance is found in almost every branch 
of the animal kingdom, and especially 
common in Southern California. In 
wandering among the attractive cafions 
that cut into the Sierra Santa Monica 
range, especially in the stream beds, 
we see occasionally little lumps upon 
the rock.

Hard by lived and old Indian, 
and he of en came over to borrow one 
Lot my birds to catch bait for him—a 
labor-saving process which he accom- 
plished by placing a leather band about 
the neck of the bird and letting it go; 
the bird would go out on the reef fish- 
ing and would fil! its pouch with sar- 
dines, and finally being unable to swal- 
low them would fly in shore where the 
bait would be removed by my friend, 
who would thus goa-fishing. The sim- 
ple pelicans of the Gulf of Mexico are 
systematically robbed by the “laugh- 
ing gull.“ One of the latter will attach 
itself tothe person of a pelican and 
follow it about, the moment it dives 
alighting on its back. Swallowing is a 
serious and complicated operation to 
the larger bird and performed in one 
time and two motions; the bill is drawa 
from the water, holding several fish, 
then slowly raised and two or three 
times tossed violently upward to get 
the food in shape, and then the 
swallowing operation is gone through. 
All this time the gull is not inactive. 
When the bill is tossed upward it 
reaches forward and snatches a fis 
from between the great bills, and wit 
a victorious cry, flies away, while the 
pelican goes in search of other victories, 
apparently not rage, the robbery. 
Some of these birds or large gulls are 
nearly always to be seen riding just be- 
yond the surf all along shore. 

Now that the new dredger has ar- 
rived at Ballona,.every low tide sees a 
number of teams wending their way to 
the future harbor—that at present is a 
shallow creek. It can never bea har- 
bor, as the term is generally under- 
stood, but that a fleet of vessels can be 
docked here safe and sound. is evident, 
if the dredger does its duty. At pres- 
ent two huge breakwaters reach out 
into the ocean, forming the entrance, 
3 200 feet wide, which is now 

ed with sand. Entering, the water 
leads away half a mile or more, then 
turning inland. 11 this creek can be 
made twenty feet deep and good piers 
built here for the reception of the rail- 
road, freight can certainly be landed. 

As the waves come piling in upon the 
| white sand they bring many objects of 
interest to the stroller—jelly-fish with 
iridescent hue, with 
phorescence at. night, curious crabs, 
crawfish, with long antenne, bits of 
bright weed from deep water, encrusted 
1 forms of wonderful 

delicacy of design. Here a huge log 
has stranded, covered with gigantic 
barnacles, and 3 to its very heart 
with the winding shell of the ship- 
worm. One of the commonest form 
cast upon the shore —a living wreck 


mass of starch and indigo, silvery and 
rich purple gleams striking the eye. 
These objects are continually coming 
in, and at certain times the beach is 
stewn with them. 

They are Sallee Men, as the sailors call 
them, though known to science as 
Vallelas—animals allied to the jelly- 
fishes—and among the most beautiful 
and attractive of theirkind. The skel- 
etons are everywhere at hand, and 
picking one up we find it a shining, 
ee frame, oblong and about 

our inches in extent. This is the raft 
and from it rises a sail, always 5 
to the breeze, of the same substance. 
When alive the raft part is covered with 
a rich, indigo-blue, fleshy, jelly-like 
coating, from which depend tentacles of 
various kinds. The raft contains buoys 
or air-cells, and weighted down by the 
tentacles, always keeps the sail in the 
air. So this living ship goes coursing 
over the sea, not under the surface, as 
it is often figured in books, but on it, 
a literal living ship. A friend, some 
time ago, returning from the’ Sandwich 
Islands, told me that he saw thousands 
of them floating upon the ocean, all 
joined together, and that the vessel 
was some time in sailing through the 
living fleet. A little knowledge of 
these wonderful creatures, not too 
much, lends an attractiveness to the 
barren sands, and often adds an interest 
to an otherwise unattractive eh

Connection with Air=Can It Be Stored? 
; =Tho Ling Well at Fall Blast—Nataral 
das for Gardening.

Muncie, Ind., July 13. 
Tuts town is in the heart of the Indiana gas 


. regions, and while I write this the flames aro 
bursting forth from a number of tall iron 


pipes in different parts of the city, and the 
gas burns away because it is cheaper to let it 
burn than to exert the effort to turn it out. 
Muncie is a nice little city of perhaps 7,000 
people. It has good buildings, a number of 
pleasant residences and a court house in pro- 
cess of construction which will cost $250,000 
and which makes as good a show as many a 
government building which has cost half a 
million. The White river runs by the town, 
and the country surrounding it is flat. This 
forty-five miles square of Indiana gas terri- 
tory is now teeming with rich crops. Seas of 
yellow grain wave in the fields along the 
track of the railroad, the hay is being cut in 
the meadows, and the corn grows in all the 
luxuriance of Indiana’s rich soil. Riding in 
the cars at night, one sees fireflies by the tens 
of thousands, and field after field is passed in 
wkich the orops seem to be ornamented with 
acres of diamonds which shine out in the 


light of these bugs’ phosphorescence.

Muncie has seven gas wells, and six of these | 


are in operation. Some of them, according to 
the estimate of Dr. O. J. Phinney, one of the 
leading Indiana geologists, have a perpetual 
flow of several millions of cubic feet a day, 
and the city is now being piped by a company 
which will furnish it as fuel to the citizens at 
one-third or one-half the cost of coal. The 
main pipes used are ten inches in diameter, 
and they are laid only a few inches below the 
surface. It is not the intention to use the gas 
for house lighting, and it will furnish Mun- 
cie’s light only indirectly. I mean that it will 
furnish the heat which runs the dynamo that 
makes its electr 


The electric light My by the way, much 
more extensively used in the west than in the 
east. I have not stopped at one hotel, save at 
Findlay, where natural gas is used, that I 
have not found its office, parlors and bed 
roonis lighted by electricity. The wire loop 
Edison burner is most common, and I under- 
stand it is largely in private use in the 


‘smaller towns. In Fostoria both electricity 


and natural gas light up the streets, and the 
gas bursts forth from mast lights, which, 
almost even with the tops of the houses, make 
the streets at midnight almost light enough 
for reading a newspaper. Anderson, near 
here, has a large supply of gas, but uses it 
only for heating, and, like..Muncie, it is now 
laying ten inch mains throughout the town. 
Indianapolis has gas in large quantities 
within twenty miles, and several companies 
t the right to pipe it into the 
city. An ordinance bas been passed by the 
council, I am told, fixing the price to be paid

It is impossible to appreciate the force of 
this gas without having seen it. Here in In- 


diana it rushes out of the walls under a see

Niagara fallsgone mad. The gas is strongly 
impregnated with sulphur, and it smells 
like rotten eggs or sulphuretted hydrogen 
gas. It is cold as it rushes upwards through 


the pipes, and the force of a big well is such 


that if you pound upon the gas stream with 
an iron sledge it will hurl it into the air. and 
you cannot hit the top of the pipe. At Findlay 
I saw the Karg well lighted, and I was told 
that a number of engines were being run by 
it at the same time. A pipe perhaps four 
inches in diameter was run from the well 
along the Blanchard river, and so arranged 
that its end was pointed at the edge of and 
about four or five feet above the water. The 
gas wes turned on lightly at first, and a 
match was put to it. It blazed up like a bon- 


Arc hanging over the water, and turned the 


surroundings into those of a gentle moonlight 
night. Then more was turned on and the flame 
It was again turned on and the gas 
came out with a terrible roar, throwing acon- 
tinuous volume of flame thirty or forty feet 
long over the water and making itso hot that 
great sheets of steam rose from the fast run- 
ning water below. At full blast the gas 
shook the heavy iron pipe, and the air was so 
hot within thirty feet around as to be almost 
wnendurable. Blocks of wood and stone 
thrown into it were carried away out into 
the water, and the force of the gas was so 
strong that there was no fire at all within 
. five feet of the mouth of the pipe. The end 
of the pipe was probably cold, and the rush 
of gas blew the fire away iuto ‘the great hiss- 
jug sheet of blue and yellow flame beyond. 


This flamo was steady, and the terrible noise | 


of its blast lasted as long as the gas was al- 
lowed to burn. When the directions: were 
given to turn it off the wrench of a screw, 
which moved so gentiy that a boy could oper- 
ate it, put it out.

ere at Muncie, in company with Mr. Fred 
Heath, a prominent business man of the 
town, I saw one of the smaller wells opened, 
aud the gas in this case made such a noise in 
rushing upwards as to be almost deafening. 
It looked blue at the end of the pipe and 
when I put my hand in the current I found 
it like ice. I took an iron wrench and strove. 
to hit the top of the pipe, but the gas stream 
threw my wrench into the air and 1 felt as 
though I-was pounding India. rubber when I 
ctrugk the current. 


It will bes. curpeies that 
in the use of this gas for fuel, the air burnt 
makes a large part of the heating power. 

Here at Muncie I visited one of the largest 
manufactories of flax bagging in the United 
States and had a chat with the manager, who 
is an Irishman from Belfast. This bagging is 
used for the baling of cotton, and there are, I 
think, but four such establishments of any 
size in the United States. 

All the halt dozen and more manufacturing 
establishments here are now run by gas, and 
this iusticution began its use only last Feb- 


ruary. It is a su 


Muncie has, I am told here, the only skewer 
factory in the world. ‘This ‘establishment 
makes the wooden pins which butchers ne 
to stick their beefsteaks and lamb roasts t. 
gether, and it selis its product in Europe as 
well as in America. | 


I had a chat with 85. N. C. McCullough, 
of Anderson, in regard to his big well there, 
which be says, by actual test, has been 
proven equal to the Karg well at Findlay. I 
saw the well. The gas had been shut off and 
an overcoat had been thrown over the valve to 
aid, I suppose, in stopping the leakage. 
Nevertheless the gas was rushing through 
this with noise like that of a dozen swarms 
of bees in swarming time, and a match 
would have sent a great flame into the air. 
Mr. McCullough described to me the drilling 
“The ras.” id he. “was struck

digging ** big well, we drilled down 120 
feet through the drift to the rock, and sunk 
into this hole an iron, pipe ten inches 420 
diameter. We then drilied in througli the 
rock, keeping the same ten inch drill until we 
reached 330 feet below the earth's surface, This 
hole was now full of water, and the lower 
of it was, of course, a pipe of solid rock, 
@ now inserted ‘another iron pipe 5% 
inches in diameter into this to shut out 
the water and went on drilling until we 
came to slate. We found no water below the 
55% inch pipe, and the drill was now sunk 
down still further for gas. After we had 
struck this we had to insert another pipe and 
we found the flow of gas so great that it ro- 
quired a 4 inch packing to use it. The 
gas threw the drilling over the derrick, and 
during the last part of the work the force 
was so great that it was almost impossible to 
drill. The gas floated the 1,800 pounds of 
drill and the 3,600 pounds of rgpe, and the 
work was very slow.” 
Mr. McCullough says he has been success- 
ful in making a good artificial gas out of 
petroleum and coal, and he says the Lima oil 
will be used largely for this purpose. Both 
he and ex-Congressman Doxey, of Anderson, 
think that some invention will be made for 
the storage of this natural gas, and the idea 
was put forth of the possibility of its being 
transported out of the gas regions for fuel. 
In this age of invention nothing is impossible, 
and the other towns of the country may some-

This last idea 8 a wild one, but a 
grocer at Muncie gave me one which, will 
equal it. Said he in all earnestness, “This gas 
is going to be a great thing for market gar- 
deners. We had a man here from Oxford, 
O., who is going to establish a garden in the 
gas regions, and who claims he can raise veg- 
etables at least one month sooner by keeping 
au artificial heat around his garden. He pro- 
poses to have gas pipes perforated with holes 
running through it, and to have jets of burn- 
ing gas coming out of these day and night. 
Ile expects to be able to drive off the frosts, 
and will use the gas both in his greenhouses 
and in his felis,” 

I close this letter with a reiteration of what 
I have already said as to the booms of this 
gas territory, and I sum up its prospects as 
follows: Both the Ohio and Indiana gas 
towns will grow steadily while the gas lasts, 
which according to general opinion will be 
for a decade or so at the lowest estimate, up 
to-forever at the highest. Ihe towns in the 
territory have all enough gas to supply a 
large manufacturing plant with heat, and 
thero will hard!y be a phenomena develop.

the towfis in the region. Real estate values 
in some of the towns, and notably Findlay, 
will have to fall, and the speculation which 
took place there, in Muncie and in Kokomo 
will hurt and is now hurting their citizens. 
Findlay’s ideas of growth are too exaggerated 
for realization, and though it is growing 
faster than any other gas town it will proba- 
bly be many years before it can build up the 
lots which it bas already laid out, and tho 
— of whether it is to be a great city is 

y one of the far future. It has cer- 
9 no more advantages than several of 


gas towns, and its railroad 
facilities are not equal to those of either 
Muncie, Anderson, Kokomo or Marion, all of 
which are good towns and all of which have. 
good gas lands, though none, except perhaps 
Anderson, has s0 a prodnction of 
gas per well. . 
The Cheaptess of the fuel and the saving of 
labor in its use will induce some people to 
change their residences to these towns, and 
the same are the reasons which will operate 
as to manufactures. Old companies with 
large plants will, however, not move, and the 
companies which are now coming are small 
affairs who are doing business on a close 
margin and those which need help. The 
region will be built up at first by such fac- 
tories and by institutions which have failed 
or have been burned out otherwheres. These, 
by the saving in the cost of fuel, may sell 
their goods at such rates as to force larger 
establishments to come, and in some cases, I 
am told, the saving in fuel alone will make a 
very fair percentage on the cost of manu- 
facture. 

In thé meantime the people of the towns of 
the gas regions have begun to appreciate 
these facts. Their balloon ideas of jumping 
Aladdin like into great cities have passed 
away, and real estate, while still high, will 
be soon held at figures not much above its 
actual valne.

Photography in Colors. 

; [London Times. | 

Attempts have occasionally been 
made to produce photographic portraits 
and views in colors without the subse- 
quent aid of the brush or other 
mechanical equivalent. But little suc- 
cess has hitherto attended these 
attempts experimentally, and none 
whatever practically, s0 far as we are 
aware. (plored photography would 
now, however, appear to be a. accom- 
plished fact, the difficulties having 
been overcome after some twelve years 
of study, experiment and chemical 
research by Mr. Mayall, of New Bond 
street. The details of his ingenious 
and beautiful process are not yet ripe 
for publication, bat, stated generally, 
it consists in taking a negative 
of the sitter on a sensitized 
plate by electric light, much in 
the same way as ordinary negatives are 
taken, the preparation of the plate ex- 
cepted. From the negative a positive 


is produced on a chemically-treated 


basis by the aid of a solar camera and 
a spectroscopic arrangement. The 
image is produced in colors on the ba- 
sis without the aid of handwork or 
brush. The colors; it is stated, are all 
hydro-carbons, specially prepared and 
capable of subdivision to the 180,000,- 
000th part of a grain. When the col- 
ored picture is completed by chemical 
action the image exists between two 
films not more than the 100th part of 
an inch in thickness. The process has 
only recently been perfected, but, as
